It takes as gos- 
pel the statements of interested partisan 
agents, whose average veracity few respect- 
able men would venture to indorse, and ar- 
raigns the South as the scene of one thousand 
political murders, nine hundred and eighty 
of which have passed unnoticed by the local 
authorities! We confess that we shall re- 

If the Tribwne does not intend to be unjust 
toward the Southern people, it will not rest 
satisfied with mere assertion. Its statement, 
it tells us, is the result of “ attentive obser-

the other Southern States—Texas excepted— 
we are convinced that life and property are 
as secure there as here. Such occurrences as 


cause Mr. PuLLMAx was, not long ago, mur- 
derously assaulted in this City for political 
reasons, or because the Rogers murder, per- 
petrated in daylight and within a stone’s 
throw of our great thoroughfare, remains an 
unfathomed mystery. And with Lynch law, 
Republican Indiana is more familiar than 
any portion of the South, reconstructed or 
unreconstructed. 

The subject has more than » speculative 
interest. It has a practical bearing upon 
the question of migration to the South, and 
a very important bearing upon the course to 
be pursued toward Georgia and the three 
States which are yet to be restored. The 
latter connection is probably that in which 
the attacks upon the law-abiding character 
of the Southern people have their origin. If 
it could be shown that in the reconstructed 
States “loyal” life is not safe, we should 
expect to hear of new tests and conditions 
to be applied to the three excluded States. 
Apretended regard for law would also fur- 
nish excuses for invading the constitutional 
rights of Georgia, although Congress has 
again and again witnessed murderers and 
law-breakers unwhipped of justice in In- 
diana and New-York. Hence the truth in 
this matter of Southern crime acquires an 
importance it would not otherwise possess.
